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COLLEGE HALL, LONDON. 


(INCORPORATED Marcu, 1886.) 


OLLEGE HALL provides for women studying at University 
College, London, and the London (Royal Free Hospital) School 


of Medicine for Women, the advantages of a Collegiate residence. 


The success of the Provisional scheme during the first three 
years made it desirable to establish the Hall on a permanent basis, 
and in March, 1886, it was incorporated under the Board of Trade 
as a Limited Liability Company, with the title of “‘College Hall, 
London,” the new Association taking over the assets and liabilities 
of the Provisional Committee. The liability of a Member of the 
Hall was fixed at 5s. The Memorandum of the Association sets 
forth that “No religious test shall be imposed upon or after 


appointment, or admission, on any officer or student of the Hall.” 


The premises occupied by the Hall were formerly the Coward 
College, although after the removal of the College they were con- 
verted into three separate dwelling houses, and known as Byng 
Place. In October, 1882, the Provisional Committee of College 
Hall opened No. 1, Byng Place, accommodating ten students ; ayear 
later the lease of the adjoining house was acquired; and the number 
of applications still exceeding the vacancies, fresh negotiations were 
set on foot, with the favourable result that in 1887 the lease of No. 
3 was obtained from the Coward Trustees, and the three houses 
were reinstated as one building. But the Council were compelled, 
in order to meet the requirements of the Bedford Estate, to create 
(on the security of one of the Members of the Hall) a Trust Fund 


as a guarantee for the restoration of the building as three residential 
houses, 
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FELLOWSHIPS AND SCHOLARSHIPS. 


oe interest on the amount (£2,000) granted to College Hall 
under the Pfeiffer Bequest, enables the Council to offer each 
year a Pfeiffer Fellowship of £30 to a Graduate engaged in study 
for some higher degree, or in original work of any kind approved by 
the Council; also a Pfeiffer Scholarship of £20 to an Undergraduate 
who has passed an intermediate Examination and is proceeding to 
graduation or who is working for a qualification to practise one of ; 
the liberal professions. The holders of the Fellowship and 


Scholarship are required to reside in the College Hall. 
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GENERAL REPORT OF THE COUNGIL. 


FOR THE SESSION 1902-3. 


pee students have been in residence at College Hall during 
the Session 1902-3. 


Twenty-one of these were studying Medicine at the London 
(R.F.H.) School of Medicine for Women. Four took the course 
for the Preliminary Scientific (M.B.) Examination at University 
College. Eleven students attended the Slade School of Fine Art. 
Four attended Lectures in the faculties of Arts and Science at 
University College. 


The successes gained by students have been very satisfactory. 


In December, 1902, Miss E. Smith passed the final examination 
for the degree of Bachelor of Medicine. 


In January, 1903, Miss M. Mayfield passed the Preliminary 
Scientific (M.B.) Examination, and Miss D. Watney completed the 
same examination. 


In May, 1903, Miss L. T. Rowland passed the Intermediate 
(M.B.) Examination and was placed in the first division. 


In July, 1903, Miss E. Cooke, Miss L. Griffiths and Miss C. J. 
Tengeley passed the Intermediate (M.B.) Examination. Miss E. 
M. Brand and Miss L. M. Potter completed the Preliminary 
Scientific Examination, which Miss L. Watney and Miss S. M. V. 
Witts also passed, the latter being placed in the first division. 


Miss Colley passed the second part of the Primary Examination 
of the Society of Apothecaries. 

At University College Miss M. S. Lilley gained the Composition 
Prize for Greek and a certificate with marks qualifying for a prize 
in the Higher Greek Class. Miss Lilley has also been awarded the 
College Scholarship of the value of £50 per annum at Somerville 
College, Oxford. 


In the Slade School of Fine Art, Miss G. W. Ridgway took the 
prize for Perspective Drawing and Miss J. S. O'D. Welsh that for 
Fine Art Anatomy. Miss Emerson gained certificates for Perspec- 
tive, for Drawing and for Painting. Miss Ridgway for Drawing. 
Miss O'D. Welsh for Perspective. Miss J. M. Sanders, Miss 
Turner and Miss Ashwell for Fine Art Anatomy. 


At the London (Royal Free Hospital) School of Medicine for Women 
Miss E. Cooke was awarded a prize for Anatomy in the Senior 
Class. Miss Tengeley a prize for Physiology in the Senior Class. 
Miss Parsons a prize for Surgery. Miss M. C. Bell gained the 
Evans Prize of five guineas for Operative Midwifery. Miss Lepper 
and Miss C. Payne gained certificates in the Anatomy Class 
(Junior), 

A large number of visitors have stayed at the Hall during this 
Session, thirty-five in all. Twenty-two of these were friends or 
relatives of students. Nine were old students, while three were 
students from other institutions who were sitting for examination in 
London. A Fellow from Owen’s College, Manchester, and the 
Classical Tutor from Somerville College, Oxford, also resided for a 
short time while doing Research Work at the British Museum. 


Three Lectures on Social Subjects in their relation to the work of 
Medical Women, were given at the Hall by Miss C. Collet during 
the October Term, and were much enjoyed by those students who 
were able to attend them. 


The College Hall Old Students’ Society held its annual 
meeting at the Hall, and later in the Session a Social Evening was 
arranged at which old students had the opportunity of meeting 
those now in residence. 


Various gifts of pictures, ornaments, and an easy chair have 
been given by the students for the use of the Common Room ; and 
the Library has received a gift of seventeen Scientific Text books 
through Lady Lockyer. 


A few donations to the Library fund are greatly needed; it has 
not been increased during the year, and now contains only the very 
small balance of £1 16s. 8d. and it has not been possible to 
purchase any books for the Library this year, though there are 
some medical books really needed for the work of the more 
advanced students. 


To meet a long felt need a new hot-water system has 
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been installed in the Hall, which not only supplies unlimited hot 
water through the house but has also been connected with a large 
linen press and with a radiator for drying clothes, all of which 
improvements have been much appreciated by the students. The 
cost of the new heating apparatus is not included in this year’s 
accounts and will form a serious item in next year’s expenditure. 


The Council congratulate themselves and other members of 
the Hall on a satisfactory financial year. The deficit to the 
Foundation Account hasat length, after twenty-one years of careful 
Management and some anxiety, been cancelled. Any future 
balance may therefore now be invested with a view to establishing 
the Hall on a permanent basis. 


An investment of part of the Endowment Fund was made in 
May by the purchase of £250 3% Natal Stock. 


Annual Subscriptions of £1 1s. each have been gratefully received 
from Mrs. Eve, Mrs. Elder, Dr. Gregory Foster, Miss F. M. Gladstone 
and Miss Prideaux, and donations of £1 from Miss Martin, and 
of £2 16s. 6d. from Mr. Burbidge Hambley. 


The term of the leases of Byng Place expired on the zgth 
September, 1903, and, during the Session, the Council arranged 
with the Coward Trustees for a renewal of the leases to Michaelmas, 
1923 (the date of the expiration of the term held by the Trustees, 
with option to the Council to determine at the end of seven or 
fourteen years. The Council, was however, unsuccessful in obtain- 
ing a consent to the renewal at the same rent of £390 per annum 
and will in future have to pay £430. To meet this enhanced rate 
the students’ fees have been raised by about 30/- a Session for 
students already in residence, and about £2 2s. for new students. 


Two students have received Pfeiffer Scholarships at the Hall 
during the Session, Miss A. A. Parson, who is working for an M.B. 
degree, and Miss M. S. Lilley, who hopes to graduate as Bachelor 
in Arts (Classical Honours) in November. The income from the 
Pfeiffer Trust Fund is now reduced (owing to the change of interest 
from Consols) from £56 tas. 4d. to £51 gs. 4d. per annum. 


We have to record with deep regret the death of Sir Joshua 
Fitch, one of our earliest supporters. He presided at the Meeting 
held in University College in April, 1882, when the scheme for a 
College Hall of Residence took shape, and he always showed 
himself ready to help the Institution in every possible way. It was 
mainly through his representations that our Hall was placed on the 
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list of those bodies which benefited under the will of the late Mr. 
and Mrs. Pfeiffer, and the interest of the money thus obtained has 
been given each year in a Fellowship or Scholarships. He was 
fully recognised as one of the highest Educational authorities and 
his death is a matter of national concern, as well as a great and 
personal loss to all those who are interested in the success of this 
Institution. 

We have also to record with much regret the death of another 
member of the Hall, Mr. D. Davy, whose daughter was for some 
years a student at the Hall.

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REGULATIONS AND DAILY ROUTINE. 


Students are required to be in residence on the first day of their Term 
of Lectures, unless leave of absence has been obtained from the Principal. 
If leave be applied for on the ground of ill-health, the application must 
be accompanied by a medical certificate. 


Prayers will be read every morning at 8a.m.; attendance at these iS 
voluntary. Breakfast at 8.15—9. Luncheon 12.30—3 p.m. Tea 4.30— 
5.30. Dinner 7 p.m. 


Students are required to enter their names on the Marking Roll between 
8andga.m.and7and8p.m. Every student is required to be present 
at Marking and at the Lectures belonging to her course, except when 
leave of absence has been granted by the Principal. 


A student wishing to be away from Hall after 7 p.m. must mention 
to the Principal the place to which she proposes to go. The house will 
be closed at ro p.m., but students can remain out after that hour with 
special permission. 

Subject to such regulations as may be prescribed by the Principal, 
students may entertain friends at luncheon or dinner in Hall, or at tea in 
their own rooms, at a fixed charge. Guests must not remain beyond 
to p.m. 

Any student requiring private tuition must notify this and the name of 
her Tutor to the Principal, who is prepared to give information and advice 
on the subject. * The Principal will, if requested, make such arrangements 
as students may require for private tuition, at their own cost, supplemental 
to the Lectures which they are attending. 

Fine Art students (not being Slade Scholars) and all other students not 
working for a degree or professional qualification, who have resided for 
three years, must obtain the sanction of the Council for each session 
during which they wish to prolong their residence.* 

Without special permission from the Council, no student shall reside 
for more than four terms whilst preparing for matriculation, and no 
student shall exceed by more than two years the minimum period allowed 
by the University of London between two consecutive examinations. * 

Any student intending to make any change in the course of study 
described by her in her application for admission shall without delay 
notify the intended change to the Principal, who will inform her whether 
or not it is compatible with residence. 

Any student intending to undertake paid work regularly more than 
three hours a week shall without delay notify the arrangement to the 
Principal, who will inform her whether or not it is compatible with 
residence. 

The fees for each term are to be paid in advance, or within the first 
week of Term. 

Students leaving, except at the end of a Session, are required to give a 
Term's notice or to pay one Term’s fees. 

Students desirous of retaining their rooms after the end of any Session, 
must give notice of their intention to do so before the end of June. 

The occupants of rooms are answerable for the cost of any damage done 
by them to the furniture or building, beyond reasonable wear and tear. 


The Principal shall have power, with the sanction of the Council, to 
require any student to withdraw. 
* These regulations are to ensure that only bond-fide students shall reside in the Hall, 


and are not intended to discourage prolonged residence so long as a definite course of

(INCORPORATED Marcu, 1886.) 


(SG ORLEGE HALL provides for women studying at University 
College, London, and the London (Royal Free Hospital) School 


of Medicine for Women, the advantages of a Collegiate residence. 


The success of the Provisional scheme during the first three 
years made it desirable to establish the Hall on a permanent basis, 
and in March, 1886, it was incorporated under the Board of Trade 
as a Limited Liability Company, with the title of « College Hall, 
London,” the new Association taking over the assets and liabilities 
of the Provisional Committee. The liability of a Member of the 
Hall was fixed at 5s. The Memorandum of the Association sets 
forth that “No religious test shall be imposed upon or after 
appointment, or admission, on any officer or student of the Hall.” 

The premises occupied by the Hall were formerly the Coward 
College, although after the removal of the College they were con- 
verted into three Separate dwelling houses, and known as Byng 
Place. In October, 1882, the Provisional Committee of College 


Hall opened No. r, Byng Place, accommodating ten students; a year 


later the lease of the adjoining house was acquired; and the number 


of applications still exceeding the vacancies, fresh negotiations were 


set on foot, with the favourable result that in 1887 the lease of No. 
3 was obtained from the Coward Trustees, 


were reinstated as one building, 


and the three houses 
But the Council were compelled, 


in order to meet the requirements of the Bedford Estate, to create 


(on the security of one of the Members of the Hall) a Trust Fund 


as a guarantee for the restoration of the building as three residential 
houses. 


FELLOWSHIPS AND SCHOLARSHIPS. 


* ee interest on the amount (£2,000) granted to College Hall 

under the Pfeiffer Bequest, enables the Council to offer each 
year a Pfeiffer Fellowship of £30 to a Graduate engaged in study 
for some higher degree, or in original work of any kind approved by 
the Council; also a Pfeiffer Scholarship of £20 to an Undergraduate 
who has passed an intermediate Examination and is proceeding to 
graduation or who is working for a qualification to practise one of 
the liberal professions. The holders of the Fellowship and 


Scholarship are required to reside in the College Hall.

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GENERAL REPORT OF THE COUNGIL. 


FOR THE SESSION 1903-4. 


‘(Dagan the Session 1903-4 thirty-eight students have resided 
at the Hall. 


Of these, twenty-three attended the London (R.F.H.) School of 
Medicine for Women. Fifteen were students of University College ; 
ten in the Slade School of Fine Art, and five in the faculties of Arts 
and Science. 


The successes gained by students in their various examinations 
have again been very satisfactory. 


In October, Miss M. S. Lilley passed the final examination for 
the degree of Bachelor of Arts with First Class Honours in Classics. 


In December, 1903, Miss M. C. Bell and Miss A. A. Parson 
passed the final examination for the degree of Bachelor of Medicine 
in the first division, and Miss A. B. Thin passed the same 
examination in the second division. Miss Bell also qualified as 
Bachelor of Surgery in the first division, and Miss Parson in the 
second division. 


In January, 1904, Miss E. Mecredy and Miss S. J. Welsh 
passed the Intermediate (M.B.) Examination in the second division.

Miss F. E. Stubbs, 
Miss J. S. O’D. Welsh and Miss A. M. Wilson, certificates 
for Drawing. Miss F. E. Stubbs, Miss C. J. Turner, certificates 
for Perspective: Miss H. M. Wall, a certificate for Fine Art 
Anatomy. 


At the London (R.F.H.) School of Medicine for Women, Miss 
M. H. Wild gained a prize for Inorganic Chemistry, and Miss E. H. 
Lepper fer Anatomy. Certificates in “ Materia Medica’? were 
gained by Miss E. H. Lepper and Miss E. S. Cooke; and certifi- 
cates in Histology by Miss E, H. Lepper, and Miss E. Mecredy. 
Miss Lepper was also awarded the prize for distinction in all her 
classes during her two years’ attendance at the School. 


During the Session thirty-nine visitors have stayed at the Hall; 


thirty being friends and relations of present students, and nine old 
students. 


A portrait of Sir Joshua Fitch was most kindly presented by 
Miss Leigh Browne and has been hung in the Library, under the 
portrait of Miss Swanwick. 


The Library Fund has received a donation of £5 from Mrs. 
Cohen, and by a vote of the Council £10 was transferred from the 
Maintenance Account, so that it has been possible to purchase 
Some much needed books during the year. A donation of some 
useful books of Reference was also received from Lady Lockyer, 
and the “ Autobiography ” of Miss Cobbe from Miss Leigh Browne. 


Three students have held Pfeiffer Scholarships at the Hall 
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during the Session; Miss A. A. Parson, who completed her M.B. 
Course in December last, and Miss R. F. Jordan and Miss M. H. 
Wild, both students of Medicine; and a Pfeiffer Fellowship was 
held by Miss J. W. Scott, B.A., who in July, 1g04, graduated as 
Master of Arts in History. 


In regard to the finances of the Hall during the Session the 
following report is presented. 


In November, 1903, a further purchase of £250 3% Natal 
Stock was made, this investment being rendered possible by the 
good balance to Maintenance of £241 8s. od. reported at the end of 
the previous Session. The Council regrets that so cheerful a result 
cannot be recorded of the Session 1903-4. But it should be noted 
that the Maintenance Account contains several items of exceptional 
expenditure. These include legal costs of the new leases, and of a 
fresh appointment of trustees of the £400 3% Lancs. and Yorks. 
Railway Stock, which was set aside as security for the re-instatement 
of Byng Place as three houses. Lady Lockyer has kindly consented 
to act with Sir Edward Busk, the only surviving trustee, on behalf 
of College Hall, and the Coward Trustees have nominated two 
gentlemen to represent them in the same capacity. In addition to 
unusually large expenditure on decoration, etc., the item ‘ House 
Repairs” includes the cost (£130) of a new hot water supply, which 
has greatly added to the students’ comfort. As this is a permanent 
improvement it was thought right to supplement the Sessional 
Fees by transferring to the Maintenance Account, the balance of 
£107 tos. 8d. standing to the Foundation Account thus closing the 
latter at the end of the year 1903. To simplify the mode of pre- 
senting the accounts, a single heading (Reserve Fund) will in future 
include sums formerly placed to the Foundation and Suspense 
Accounts. 


Details concerning the renewed leases were given in the last an- 
nual report, and the Council has only to add that they are now granted 
to College Hall, London, in its corporate capacity. When the first 
leases were taken individual friends supported the Hall by allowing 
their names to be inserted and they are asked to accept a grateful 
recognition of the service they thus rendered. 


Sincere thanks are also offered to donors and subscribers for the 
following contributions received during the Session:—donations 
of £10 from Professor Ker and from Miss Helen Wilson, M.D.; 
subscriptions of £1 1s. from Miss F. M. Gladstone and from

REGULATIONS AND DAILY ROUTINE. 


Students are required to be in residence on the first day of their Term 
of Lectures, unless leave of absence has been obtained from the Principal. 
If leave be applied for on the ground of ill-health, the application must 
be accompanied by a medical Certificate. 


Prayers will be read every morning at 8 a.m.; attendance at these is 
voluntary. Breakfast at 8.15--9. Luncheon 12.30—3 p.m. Tea 4.30— 
5.30. Dinner 7 p.m. 


Students are required to enter their names on the Marking Roll between 
8 and 9 a.m. and 7 and 8 p.m. Every student is required to be present 
at Marking and at the Lectures belonging to her course, except when 
leave of absence has been granted by the Principal. 


A student wishing to be away from Hall after 7 p-m. must mention 
to the Principal the place to which she proposes to go. The house will 
be closed at ro p.m., but students can remain out after that hour with 
special permission. 


Subject to such regulations as may be prescribed by the Principal, 
students may entertain friends at luncheon or dinner in Hall, or at tea in 
their own rooms, at a fixed charge. Guests must not remain beyond 
To p.m. 


Any student requiring private tuition must notify this and the name of 
her Tutor to the Principal, who is prepared to give information and advice 
on the subject. The Principal will, if requested, make such arrangements 
as students may require for private tuition, at their own cost, supplemental 
to the Lectures which they are attending. 


Fine Art Students (not being Slade Scholars) and all other students not 
working for a degree or professional qualification, who have resided for 
three years, must obtain the sanction of the Council for each session 
during which they wish to prolong their residence. * 


Without special permission from the Council, no student shall reside 
for more than four terms whilst Preparing for matriculation, and no 
student shall exceed by more than two years the minimum period allowed 
by the University of London between two consecutive examinations.* 


Any student intending to make any change in the course of study 
described by her in her application for admission shall without delay 
notify the intended change to the Principal, who will inform her whether 
or not it is compatible with residence, : 


Any student intending to undertake paid work regularly more than 
three hours a week shall without delay notify the arrangement to the 
Benoa, who will inform her whether or not it is compatible with 
residence. 


The fees for each term to be paid in advance, or within the first 
week of Term. 


Students leaving, except at the end of a session, are required to give a 
term's notice or to pay one term's fees, 


Students desirous of retaining their rooms after the end of any session, 
must give notice of their intention to do so before the end of June. 


The occupants of rooms are answerable for the cost of any damage done 
by them to the furniture or building, beyond reasonable wear and tear. 


The Principal shall have power, with the sanction of the Council, to 
require any student to withdraw, 


* These regulations are to ensure that only bond-fide students shall reside in the Hall’ 
and are not intended to discourage prolonged residence so long as a definite course of

Brie ee HALL provides for women studying at University 
College, London, and the London(Royal Free Hospital) School 

“of Medicine for Women, the advantages of a Collegiate residence. 
The success of the Provisional scheme during the first three 
years made it desirable to establish the Hall on a permanent basis, 
and in March, 1886, it was incorporated under the Board of Trade 
as a Limited Liability Company, with the title of * College Hall, 
London,” the new Association taking over the assets and liabilities 
The liability of a Member of the 
Hall was fixed at 5s. The Memorandum of the Association sets 


-of the Provisional Committee. 


forth that “No religious test shall be imposed upon or after 
appointment, or admission, on any officer or student of the Hall.” 
The premises occupied by the Hall were formerly the Coward 
‘College, although after the removal of the College they were con- 
verted into three separate dwelling houses, and known as Byng 
Place. In October, 1882, the Provisional Committee of College 


Hall opened No. 1, Byng Place, accommodating ten students; a year 


' later the lease of the adjoining house was acquired ; and the number 


of applications still exceeding the vacancies, fresh negotiations were 
set on foot, with the favourable result that in 1887 the lease of No, 
3 was obtained from the Coward Trustees, and the three houses 
were reinstated as one building. But the Council were compelled, 
in order to meet the requirements of the Bedford Estate, to create 
{on the security of one of the Members of the Hall) a Trust Fund 


as a guarantee for the restoration of the building as three residential 
houses. 


FELLOWSHIPS AND SCHOLARSHIPS. 


HE interest on the amount (£2,000) granted to College Hal] 
under the Pfeiffer Bequest, enables the Council to offer each 
year a Pfeiffer Fellowship of £30 to a Graduate engaged in study 
for some higher degree, or in original work of any kind approved by 
the Council; also a Pfeiffer Scholarship of £20,to an Undergraduate 
who has passed an intermediate Examination and is proceeding to 
graduation or who is working for a qualification to practise one of 
the liberal professions. The holders of the Fellowship and 
Scholarship are required to reside in the College Hall.

. GENERAL REPORT OF THE COUNCIL. 


FOR THE SESSION 1904-5. 


ST SEE students have been in residence at College Hall 

during the Session of 1904-5; of these, seventeen attended the 
London (R.F.H.) School of Medicine for Women; nineteen were 
students at University College, twelve of these studying at the Slade 
School of Fine Art and seven working for degrees in the Faculty of 
Arts or of Science. 


The following successes have been gained by students in the 
Hall during the year. 


In January, 1905, Miss G. M. Cordingley completed the Pre- 
liminary Scientific Examination. 


} In July, 1905, Miss R. Jordan and Miss M. H. Wild passed 

} || the Intermediate (M.B.) Examination, Miss H. H. Cuthbert passed 

the Preliminary Scientific Examination, Miss M. M. Richards com- 

pleted the same examination and Miss K. J. Armstrong passed in 
two subjects, Experimental Physics and Biology. 


The Students working at University College have done par- 
ticularly well, Miss A. C. J. Hollar and Miss E. M. Broughton passed 
the Intermediate Examination in Arts, Miss Hollar being awarded a 
certificate in every subject and Miss Broughton in English, French 

| . and Greek. Miss Hollar also gained the Class Prize awarded for

Women three prizes were awarded to students; to Miss I. N. Clough 
for Inorganic Chemistry, Miss M. H. Wild for Practical Anatomy, and 
Miss R. Jordan for Practical Physiology. 


Certificates were gained by Miss Wild and Miss H. H. Cuthbert 
for Biology, Miss Jordan for Practical Anatomy, Miss D. C. Hare and 
Miss C. Colley for Surgery, Miss Hare obtaining one also for 
Ophthalmic Surgery, 


The number of visitors at the Hall during the Session has been 
forty-two, ten of these being Old Students and thirty-two friends 
or relations of present students. 


The students received a kind and much appreciated gift from 
Lady Lockyer of a large number of tickets of admission to the 
Gardens of the Zoological Society, and the Royal Botanic Society 


of London, and Miss C. T. Martin kindly presented an aneroid to the 
Hall. 


Two students have held Pfeiffer Scholarships at the Hall this 
year, Miss R. Jordan and Miss M. H. Wild, who both passed the 
Intermediate (M.B.) Examination last July, and are now doing 


Hospital work: they were also both on the prize list at the School 
of Medicine. 


The Library Fund has received no donations this year and has 
only a small balance to meet the demand for new books. The Library 
is much appreciated by both present and past students, and it seems 
very essential to its usefulness that the books, especially the medical 
ones, should be as much up-to-date as is possible. 


Just before Easter the Council received from Miss Melhuish her 
resignation of the office of Principal of College Hall, which she has 
held since 1900. She desired to take up some different kind of work 
in the autumn, and so wished to leave at the end of the Session. 


The Council wish to put on record their thanks to Miss Melhuish 
for having, during her term of office, so successfully managed the 
domestic arrangements of the Hall that it is completely free of debt 
and has a balance in its favour which has been invested. 


The Council being unable to decide on Miss Melhuish’s successor 
until October she very kindly consented to remain at the Hail as 
long as possible. It happened, however, that Miss Melhnish had 
to leave London in September. Under these circumstances the 
Council invited Miss Bilton, who has been working for some time 
as Assistant, to temporarily take up the duties. The task was not an 
easy one as the thirty-two students had to be received and all the

details in connection with the arrival of many who were absolute 
strangers to the Hall had to be attended to. The Council thank 
Miss Bilton most heartily for the able and successful manner in which 
she has assisted them, and performed these extra duties. 


The Council met as soon as possible to select the new Principal, 
and after advertising the post, and considering the testimonials of 
many ladies, they have appointed Mrs. Viriamu Jones, the widow 
of the former Principal of University College, Cardiff. She will come 
into residence.early in the new year. 


The Council have to mention, with deep regret, the death of 
Sir Bernhard Samuelson, one of the early supporters of the Hall, who 
not only gave when the Hall was started but always kept up his 
sympathy and interest in it. 

It is with déep regret that the Council announce the death of 
Miss Eleanor Grove, which took place in the afternoon of November 
22nd. Miss Grove and her intimate friend, Miss Morison, were 
among the most active leaders in the movement that led to the 
admission of women, to University College, and to the degrees of the 
University of London and as a result to other Universities. As the 
first Principal of College Hall, Miss Grove was specially instrumental 
in determining the work and place of the Hall. All who have been 
connected with the Hall know how much it owes to her wise influence 
and strong character: succeeding generations of students learnt to 
love her, and acknowledge the great part her influence played in their 
lives.

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REGULATIONS AND DAILY ROUTINE. 


Students are required to be in residence on the first day of their Term 
of Lectures, unless leave of absence has been obtained from the Principal. 
If leave be applied for on the ground of ill-health, the application must 
be accompanied by a medical Certificate. 


Prayers will be read every morning at 8 a.m.; attendance at these is 
voluntary. Breakfast at 8.15—9. Luncheon 12.30—3 p.m. Tea 4.30— 
5.30. Dinner 7 p.m. 


Students are required to enter their names on the Marking Roll between 
8 and 9 a.m. and 7 and $ p.m. Every student is required to be present 
at marking and at the Lectures belonging to her course, except when 
leave of absence has been granted by the Principal. 


A student wishing to be away from Hall after 7 p.m. must mention 
to the Principal the place to which she proposes to go. The house will 
be closed at ro p.m., but students can remain out after that hour with 
special permission. . 


Subject to such regulations as may be prescribed a fhe Principal, 
students may entertain friends at luncheon or dinner in Hall, or at tea in 
their own rooms, at a fixed charge. Guests must not remain beyond 
To p.m, 


Any student requiring private tuition must notify this and the name of 
her Tutor to the Principal, who is prepared to give information and advice 
on the subject.

GENERAL REPORT OF THE COUNCIL. 


FOR THE SESSION 1905-6. 


7 ee students have been in residence at College Hall 
during the Session 1905-6. Seventeen attended the London 
| (Royal Free Hospital) School of Medicine for Women. Fifteen 
| 


were students at University College, three in the Faculty of Arts, 
four in the Faculty of Science; two were working for Matriculation 
and six studying at the Slade School of Fine Art. One student 
attended the Royal femate School of Art. 


The following successes have been gained by students in the 
Hall during the year: 
In January, 1906, Miss D, Watney passed the Intermediate 
- M.B. Examination, and Miss L..Watney completed the same 
examination, passing in Materia Medica; Miss A.“Faylor passed 
Part I. of the Preliminary Scientific Examination; Miss K. J. 
‘Armstrong passed in Chemistry, Part I., of the same examination; 
and in July, 1906, passed in Organic Chemistry, Part II., as did 
also Miss-Guthbert_and Miss Richards. Miss—Cleugh, in July, 
1906, passed in Biology in Part I. of the Preliminary Scientific 
Examination. 


In November, 1905, Miss D. C. Hare passed the M.B., B.S. 
Examination, and in July, 1906, was appointed Casualty House 
Surgeon at the New Hospital for Women. 


In May, 1906, Miss Boileau passed the M.B., B.S. Examination, 
and now holds an appointment as Clinical Assistant at the Royal 
Free Hospital, and also as Clinical Assistant at the New Hospital 


for Women.

Three students have held Pfeiffer Scholarships this year: 
namely, Miss R. Jordan and Miss H. M. Wild, who are working 
for the M.B., B.S. Degree of the University of London, and Miss 
Hollar, who is working for an Honours Degree in English. 

At University College Miss—HeHar gained First Class Certifi- 
cates in the Anglo-Saxon Language and in Modern Literature, in 
both cases obtaining the number of marks which qualified for the 
prize. She was also awarded Second Class Certificates in Middle 
English and in the History of English Poetry. 


Miss-Speak passed in the Third Classes of the Lower Junior 
Classes in Latin and in Pure Mathematics and passed the Matricu- 
lation Examination in the Second Class in September. 


Miss Shann gained the Prize in the Advanced Botany Class; 
Miss A. E. Fraser was placed in the Third Class in Zoology and 
Comparative Anatomy; Miss Brewster passed in the Second Class 
in Elementary Mechanics, in the Third Class in Experimental 
Physics, and in the Third Class of the Junior Inorganic Chemistry 
and Junior Practical Inorganic Chemistry Classes.

In July 
also Miss Brewster was awarded a Scholarship of the value of 
£40 by the Fishmongers’ Company. 


At the Slade School of Fine Art, Miss Chalkley gained 
Certificates in Drawing and Perspective, Miss C. J. Turner and 
Miss Williams Certificates in Drawing, Miss H. M. Wall and 
Miss Dougall Certificates in Painting, and Miss Hillman a 
Certificate in Fine Art Anatomy.

The number of visitors at the Hall during the Session has been 
forty-four, ten of whom were former students and thirty-three 
friends or relations of present students. 


A large number of tickets of admission to the Gardens of the 
Zoological Society and of the Royal Botanical Society of London, 
have been given to the students by Lady Lockyer, and for the 
latter also by Mrs. W. A. Wills; many tickets for concerts of 
classical music by Mrs. Eve, and a copy of the Life of Sir Joshua 
Fitch, by Miss Leigh Browne—these gifts have been greatly 
appreciated,

and useful gift of a piano from Miss Hare, and from Miss Boileau 
an engraving of J. W. Waterhouse’s picture of the “ Lady of 
Shalott.” 


Except for the book kindly given by Miss Leigh Browne, and 
the books bought by the Students’ Fund, no additions have been 
made to the Library during the year. 


When the Session commenced the Council had to appoint a 
Principal of College Hall in place of Miss Melhuish, and they 
congratulate themselves on being so fortunate as to have secured 
the services of Mrs. Viriamu Jones, widow of the former Principal 
of University College, Cardiff. It was not, however, until early in 
the new year that she was able to come to College Hall, and Miss 
Bilton kindly acted as Principal’s deputy for the First Term. 


Since the death of Professor Henry Morley the Council] has not 
had the advantage of a permanent Chairman; and it decided to 
re-institute this Office. Accordingly, Provost Gregory Foster was 
unanimously elected as Chairman of Council, thus keeping up 
the tradition that the College Hall should be in close connection 


' with University College. 


Many of the friends of the late Miss Eleanor Grove felt that 
some suitable memorial should be provided which would perpetuate 
her name in connection with the Hall which she had loved and 
for which she had worked with untiring devotion. A Fund was there- 
fore started in February, which it was suggested might be utilised 
as a Loan Fund to students. As those likely to be interested in 
this. Memorial were widely scattered all over the world, it was 
decided to wait until the commencement of next Session, to hold 
a meeting of subscribers, to consider the exact terms of the 
Memorial. The sum that has now been subscribed is £238 rgs., and 
before long it will be decided in what way this shall be used. ; 


The Council held an afternoon reception on the 12th May, to 
which the students and their friends as well as others interested in 
College Hall were invited. 


In June the Council with great regret received the resignation 
of Miss Bilton, the assistant to the Principal, as she was leaving for 
India in the autumn. Miss Bilton had filled this post at the Hall 
for three years, and was greatly esteemed by all those with whom 
she came in contact. She is succeeded by Miss Blomefield.

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REGULATIONS AND DAILY ROUTINE. 


Si: dents arerequired to be in residence on the first day of their Term 
.of Lc ctures, unless leave of absence has been obtained from the Principal. 
If leave be applied for on the ground of ill-health, the application must 
be accompanied by a medical Certificate. 


Prayers will be read every morning at 8 a.m.; attendance at these is 
voluntary. Breakfast at 8.15—9. Luncheon 12.30—3p.m. Tea 4.30— 
5.30. Dinner_7 p.m. 


Students are required to enter their names on the Marking Roll between 
8andga.m.and7and8 p.m. Every student is required to be present 
at marking and at the Lectures belonging to her course, except when 
leave of absence has been granted by the Principal. 


A student wishing to be away from Hall after 7 p.m. must mention 
to the Principal the place to which she proposes togo. The house will 
be closed at 10 p.m., but students can remain out after that hour with 
special permission. 

Subject to such regulations as may be prescribed by the Principal, 
students may entertain friends at luncheon or dinner in Hall, or at tea 
in their own rooms, at a fixed charge. Guests must not remain beyond 
ro p.m. 


Any student requiring private tuition must notify this and the name of 
her Tutor to the Principal, who is prepared to give information and advice 
on the subject. The Principal will, if requested, make such arrangements 
as students may require for private tuition, at their own cost, supplemental 
to the Lectures which they are attending. 


Fine Art Students (not being Slade Scholars) and all other students not 
working fora degree or professional qualification, who have resided for 
three years, must obtain the sanction of the Council for each session 
during which they wish to prolong their residence.* 


Without special permission from the Council, no student shall reside 
for more than four terms whilst preparing for matriculation, and no 
student shall exceed by more than two years the minimum period allowed 
by the University of London between two consecutive examinations.* 


Any student intending to make any change in the course of study 
described by her in her application for admission shall without delay 
notify the intended change to the Principal, who will inform her whether 
or not it is compatible with residence. 


Any student intending to undertake paid work regularly more than 
three hours a week shall without delay notify the arrangement to the 
Faetpal. who will inform her whether or not it is compatible with 
residence. 


The fees for each term to be paid in advance, or within the first week 
of Term. 


Students leaving, except at the end of a session, are required to give a 
term's notice or to pay one term's fees. 


Students desirous of retaining their rooms after the end of any session, 
must give notice of their intention to do so before the end of June. 


The occupants of rooms are answerable for the cost of any damage 
done by them to the furniture or building, beyond reasonable wear and tear. 
The Principal shall have power, with the sanction of the Council, to 
require any student to withdraw. 


* These regulations are to ensure that only bona-fide students shall reside in theHall, 
and are not intended to discourage prolonged residence so long as a definite course of

GeotlEsS HALL provides for women studying at University 
College, London, and the London (Royal Free Hospital) School 
of Medicine for Women, the advantages of a Collegiate residence. 
The success of the Provisional scheme during the first three 
years made it desirable to establish the Hall on a permanent basis, 
and in March, 1886, it was incorporated under the Board of Trade 
as a Limited Liability Company, with the title of “College Hall, 
London,” the new Association taking over the assets and liabilities 
of the Provisional Committee. The liability of a Member of the 
Hall was fixed at 5s. The Memorandum of the Association sets 
forth that ‘No religious test shall be imposed upon or after 
appointment, or admission, on any officer or student of the Hall.” 
The premises occupied by the Hall were formerly the Coward 
College, although after the removal of the College they were con- 
verted into three separate dwelling houses, and known as Byng 
Place. In October, 1882, the Provisional Committee of College 
Hall opened No, 1, Byng Place, accommodating ten students; a year 
later the lease of the adjoining house was acquired ; and the number 
of applications still exceeding the vacancies, fresh negotiations were 
set on foot, with the favourable result that in 1887 the lease of No. 3 
was obtained from the Coward Trustees, and the three houses were 
reinstated as one building. But the Council were compelled, in 
order to meet the requirements of the Bedford Estate, to create 
(on the security of one of the Members of the Hall) a Trust Fund 
as a guarantee for the restoration of the building as three residential 
houses. 


FELLOWSHIPS AND SCHOLARSHIPS. 


HE interest on the amount (£2,000) granted to College Hall 
under the Pfeiffer Bequest, enables the Council to offer each 

year a Pfeiffer Fellowship of £30 to a Graduate engaged in study 
for some higher degree, or in original work of any kind approved by 
the Council; also a Pfeiffer Scholarship of £20 to an Undergraduate 
who has passed an intermediate Examination and is proceeding to 
graduation or who is working for a qualification to practise one of 
the liberal professions. The holders of the Fellowship and 


Scholarship are required to reside in the College Hall.

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GENERAL REPORT OF THE COUNCIL 


FOR THE SESSION 1906-7, 


” ideeield students have been in residence at College Hall during 

the Session 1906-7. Sixteen attended the London (Royal Free 
Hospital) School of Medicine for Women, fourteen were students 
at University College: twelve in the Faculty of Arts, of whom nine 
were in the Slade School of Fine Art; and two in the Faculty of 
Science. 


The following successes have been gained by students in the 
Hall during the year: haan 

In October, 1907, Miss Graham and Miss L. Shann, who had both 
been in residence in the previous Session, passed their final 
examination, B.A. and B.Sc. respectively. 


In April, 1907, Miss H. H. Smith passed the Primary Part IJ. 
of the L.S.A. qualification. In May, 1907, Miss M. Mayfield passed 
the M.B., B.S. Examination, and Miss Mecredy took Group II. 
of the same examination. 


In July, 1907, Miss H. Cuthbert and Miss S. Myers passed the 
Intermediate M.B. Examination, Miss Clough passed Part II. of the 
Preliminary Scientific Examination, and Miss Dearnley passed in 
Biology in the same examination. 

In the examinations of the School of Medicine, Miss Armstrong 
gained a Certificate in Junior Anatomy, Pharmacology and Senior 
Physiology, and passed in Practical Physiology. Miss Clough 
passed in Junior Anatomy, in Junior Physiology, and in Organic 
Chemistry. 

Miss Cuthbert received Certificates in Senior Practical 
Anatomy and Senior Physiology, in Senior Anatomy and in 
Pharmacology, and passed in Practical Physiology. 

Miss Dearnley gained one-third of the Prize in Biology, and 
passed in Physics. Miss Jordan gained Certificates in Gynazcology 
and passed in Surgery, Medicine and Midwifery. 

Miss Mayfield passed the examinations of the School in 
Medicine, Surgery, and Midwifery. 
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Miss Mecredy gained Certificates in Surgery, Midwifery, 
Operative Midwifery, Practical Pathology, and passed in Pathology. 


Miss Myers received a Certificate in the Senior Practical 
Anatomy.

Three Students have held Pfeiffer Scholarships this year:

At University College, the Morley Medal was awarded to Miss 
Hollar, who gained the First Prize in the Higher Senior Inter- 
Collegiate Course in Literature, and First Class Certificates in 
the Higher Senior Classes in Germanic Philology, Old English and 
Middle English Texts. 


Miss Broughton gained a First Class Certificate in Psychology 
in the First Year’s Course, and in the Second Year's Course in the 
same subject divided the prize with ancther Sindent. In Moral 
Philosophy and Advanced Ethics Miss Broughton gained a First 
Class Certificate, and a Prize in Experimental Psychology. 


Miss Speak gained a First Class Certificate in French and 
German and a Second Class Certificate in Roman History. 


At the Slade School of Fine Art, Miss Brock and Miss E. Av 
Chalkley gained Certificates in Painting and MissG. Day in Drawing. 
Miss G. Day also was placed in the Second Class in Fine Art 
Anatomy; and Miss Asten, Miss Brock and* Miss E. M. Taylor 
were placed in the Third Class in the same subject. 


Miss Fraser won the Silver Medal in Zoology and Comparative

The number of visitors at the Hall during the Session has 
been forty-eight, of whom ten were former Students, thirty-five 
friends or relations of present Stndents, and two were Graduates 
and one a Student of Foreign Universities. ;

Mrs. Edward Compton sent in August a gift of tickets for the 
Duke of York’s theatre. Unfortunately no Students were in 
residence at the time, but a good number of the tickets were used, 
and the Students greatly appreciated Mrs. Compton’s kind 
remembrance of them. 


The Library has received a considerable addition in books on 
general literature, the gift of the Crabb Robinson Trustees. The 
Library Fund of the Hall supplied some books needed for the work 
of the Students. 


Lady Lockyer has presented several scientific books which have 
been much appreciated: also the Transactions of the Chemical 
Society, which is still being continued every month. Lady Wright 
has again presented a number of copies of J. S. Mill’s Subjection 
of Women to the Students, and has intimated her intention of 


‘making a similar gift each year to provide all Students who leave 


with a copy of the book. 


Dr. L. R. Cooke has presented a human skeleton for the use of 
the Students. 


The Council held a Reception on the 1st of June, to which 
those interested in Education, as well as the Students and their 
friends, were invited. 


The Council regrets to have to report a deficit of £93 2s. 94d. 
on the Maintenance Account. The fees of two Students were 
partly paid by bursaries (of the value of £5 per term) which were 
granted in January out of dividends from the invested Endowment 
Fund. The income from this source is very small, and the Council 
could usefully administer a much larger fund so as to enable 
promising Students who cannot pay the full fees to reside at the 
Hall. 

In last year’s Report mention was made of the Eleanor Grove 
Memorial Fund. Since then your Council has drawn up a paper 
containing a few rules, showing under what conditions a loan from 
that fund can be made to a Student. 


With deep regret the Council have to record the death of the 
Hon. Mrs. Arthur Lyttelton, one of the Hon. Members of the Hall.

Loans may be granted from the Eleanor Grove 
Memorial Fund by the Council of College Hall 
to Resident Students, for the purpose of enabling 
them to continue their University education. 


Each application will be specially con- 
sidered, but a Student whose course of study 
extends over several years will not—as a rule— 
be granted a loan during the earlier portion of 
her course. 

Not more than £10 per Term will be lent 
to any one Student unless under exceptional 
conditions. 

A Student receiving a loan, is expected to 
repay the loan by quarterly instalments, the 
first of which shall become due six months after 
the borrower has begun to receive a salary; 
which payments shall be continued until the 
whole of the loan is repaid. 

The payment of interest, at the rate of 
three per cent., is left to the option of the 
Student.

OLLEGE HALL provides for women studying at University 
ic College, London, and the London (Royal Free Hospital) 
School of Medicine for Women, the advantages of a Collegiate 
residence. 

The success of the Provisional scheme during the first three 
years made it desirable to establish the Hall on a permanent basis, 
and in March, 1886, it was incorporated under the Board of Trade 
as a Limited Liability Company, with the title of ‘College Hall, 
London,” the new Association taking over the assets and liabilities 
of the Provisional Committee. The liability of a Member of the 
Hall was fixed at 5s. The Memorandum of the Association sets 
forth that “No religious test shall be imposed, upon or after 
appointment, or admission, on any officer or student of the Hall.” 

The premises occupied by the Hall were formerly the Coward 
College, although after the removal of the College they were con- 
verted into three separate dwelling houses, and known as Byng 
Place. In October, 1882, the Provisional Committee of College 
Hall opened No. 1, Byng Place, accommodating ten students; a year 
later the lease of the adjoining house was acquired; and the number 
of applications still exceeding the vacancies, fresh negotiations were 
set on foot, with the favourable result that in 1887 the lease of No. 3 
was obtained from the Coward Trustees, and the three houses were 
reinstated as one building. But the Council were compelled, in

GENERAL REPORT OF THE COUNCIL 


FOR THE SESSION 1907-8. 


HIRTY-EIGHT students have been in residence at College 
Hall during the Session; of these one resided for half a 
term only, and six others for less than the whole Session. 
Seventeen attended the London (Royal Free Hospital) School 
of Medicine for Women, and twenty were students at University 
College, sixteen in the Faculty of Arts, of whom twelve were in 
the Slade School, and four in the Faculty of Science.

REGULATIONS FOR STUDENTS. 


Students are required to be in residence on the first day of their Term 
of Lectures, unless leave of absence has been obtained fromthe Principal. 
If leave be applied for on the ground of ill-health, the application must 
be accompanied by a medical Certificate. 


Every Student on entrance, and on her return after any vacation or 
considerable period of absence, must inform the Principal if she has been 
exposed to infection during the past three weeks. 


A Pfeiffer Fellowship and Scholarship or Studentship tenable at the 
Hall may be awarded each year. 


Any Student requiring private tuition at the Hall must notify this and 
the name of her Tutor to the Principal, who is prepared to give informa- 
tion and advice on the subject. The Princi P will, if requested, make 
such arrangements as Students may require Ee private tuition, at their 
own cost, supplemental to the Lectures which they are attending. 


Fine Art Students (not being Slade Scholars) and all other Students 
not working for a degree or professional qualification, who have resided 
for three years, must obtain the sanction of the Council for each Session 
during which they wish to prolong their residence.* 


Without special permission from the Council, no Student shall reside 
for more than four Terms whilst preparing for Matriculation, and no 
Student shall exceed by more than two yearsthe minimum period allowed 
by the University of London between two consecutive examinations.* 


Any Student intending to make any change in the course of study 
described by her in her- application for admission shall without delay 
notify the intended change to the Principal, who will inform her whether 
or not it is compatible with residence. 


Any Student intending to undertake paid work regularly more than 
three hours a week shall without delay notify the arrangement to the 


Principal, who will inform her whether or not it is compatible with 
residence. 


The Fees for each Term are tobe paid in advance, or within the first 
week of Term. 


Students leaving, except at the end of a Session, are required to give a 
Term'’s notice or to pay one Term’'s fees. For a period less than a 
complete Session, unless such period terminate at the end of the Session, 
an extra charge of 10% will be made on the fees of one Term. 


Students desirous of retaining their rooms after the end of any Session, 
must give notice of their intention to do so before the end of June. 


The Principal shall have power, with the sanction of the Council, to 
require any Student to withdraw,

LapIES AND GENTLEMEN, 


I have pleasure in informing you that I have completed 
my examination of College Hall Accounts and that I found the 
books to have been carefully prepared for Audit and that the 
expenditure in the main had been satisfactorily vouched. 

The Council will note that there is a deficit balance on 
Maintenance Account of £94 10s. 10d. as against £93 3s. rod. for 
last year. Although the Residential and Guest Fees brought in 
about £94 more than last year, this is more than counterbalanced 
by an increase of £114 in Household Expenses. But it must be 
noted that five quarters’ Gas Accounts were paid within this year. 

House Repairs cost £71 less than last year, but Furniture 
Renewals and Repairs increased by £58, so that the expenditure 
under these two heads is not far from being the same as last year. 

I have procured from Messrs. Robarts, Lubbock & Co. the 
usual Certificates as to the balances on the various Accounts at 
September 3oth last and likewise their acknowledgment that they 
still hold in safe custody the Certificates of the £500 Natal Govern- 
ment Stock and £300 Metropolitan Consolidated Stock as shown 
in the Investment Account on the Annual Statement.

OLLEGE HALL provides for women studying at University 

College, London, ‘and the London (Royal Free Hospital) 

School of Medicine for Women, the advantages of a Collegiate 
residence. 

The success of the Provisional scheme during the first three 
years made it desirable to establish the Hall on a permanent basis, 
and in March, 1886, it was incorporated under the Board of Trade 
as a Limited Liability Company, with the title of “College Hall, 
London,” the new Association taking over the assets and liabilities 
of the Provisional Committee. The liability of a Member of the 
Hall was fixed at 5s. The Memorandum of the Association sets 
forth that “No religious test shall be imposed, upon or after 
appointment, or admission, on any officer or student of the Hall.” 

The premises occupied by the Hall were formerly the Coward 
College, although after the removal of the College they were con- 
verted into three separate dwelling houses, and known as Byng 
Place. In October, 1882, the Provisional Committee of College 
Hall opened No.1, Byng Place, accommodating ten students; a year 
later the lease of the adjoining house was acquired ; and the number 
of applications still exceeding the vacancies, fresh negotiations were 
set on foot, with the favourable result that in 1887 the lease of No. 3 
was obtained from the Coward Trustees, and the three houses were 
reinstated as one building. But the Council were compelled, in 
order to meet the requirements of the Bedford Estate, to create 
(on the security of one of the Members of the Hall) a Trust Fund 


ds a guarantee for the restoration of the building as three residential 
houses,

HE interest on the amount (£2,000) granted to College Hall 
| under the Pfeiffer Bequest, enables the Council to offer each 
year a Pfeiffer Fellowship of £30 to a Graduate engaged in study 
for some higher degree, or in original work of any kind approved by 
the Council; alsoa Pfeiffer Scholarship of £20 toan Undergraduate 
who has passed an intermediate Examination and is proceeding to 
graduation or who is working for a qualification to practise one of 
the liberal professions. 


The holders of the Fellowship and 


Scholarship are required to reside in the College Hall.

GENERAL REPORT OF THE COUNCIL 


FOR THE SESSION 1908-9. 


HIRTY-FIVE students have resided in College Hall during 
the Session ; of these one was in residence for half a term 
only, and fourteen for less than the entire Session. 

Sixteen attended the Royal Free Hospital and the School of 
Medicine for Women. Sixteen were students of University College, 
five in the Faculty of Arts, séven in Fine Arts (Slade School), and 
four in Science. One worked privately for the Matriculation 
Examination, and two attended courses at the Grosyenor and 
Westminster Schools of Painting. 


The following successes have been gained by students during 
the year :— 

In November, 1908, Miss D. Watney passed the Final Exami- 
nation for the M.B., B.S. Degree (London). 


In December, 1908, Miss Dendy passed the Final Examination 
for the B.Sc. Degree. 


In January, 1909, Miss Buer passed the Matriculation 
Examination. 


In June, Miss Broughton passed her examination for the 
Degree of M.A. in Philosophy, and was awarded by the Catholic 
Women’s League a Scholarship tenable for three years at the 
London School of Economics. Miss Buer was awarded the Joseph 
Hume Scholarship in Political Economy, and in the following 
month passed the Intermediate Examination in Economics. Miss 
O’ Rourke passed her Intermediate Examination in Arts, and was 
awarded a prize for Latin, and the Andrew’s Scholarship and, in 
the following month, the S. Dunstan’s Exhibition in Arts. Miss 
O’Rourke already holds the Campbell Clarke Scholarship in 
English Language and Literature. The S, Dunstan’s Exhibition 
in Science was gained by Miss Parker, and the West Scholarship 
by Miss Fowlds, both of whom are coming into residence next 
Session. 


In July, Miss Denham matriculated, and will proceed to the 
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course for the M.B., B.S. Degree. Miss Barnes passed the second 
Medical Examination, Part II., and Miss Dearnley the same 
examination with the exception of Pharmacology. Miss Jukes, 
Miss Lloyd and Miss Moss passed the second Medical Examination, 
Part I. Miss Harding passed the first Medical Examination, with 
distinction in Chemistry, and Miss Pailthorpe the equivalent 
examination of Durham. 

In the School of Medicine Examinations Miss Cuthbert was 
awarded Certificates in Midwifery and Medicine; Miss Barnes 
Certificates in Anatomy, Physiology (Senior), Practical Physiology 
and Histology; Miss Dearnley a prize in Physiology (Senior) and 
Certificates in Practical Physiology and Histology ; Miss Harding 


a prize in Biology, and Certificates in Practical Chemistry and } 


Physics; Miss Jukes and Miss Lloyd Certificates in Practical 
Organic Chemistry; Miss Pailthorpe’ a Certificate in Practical 
Chemistry, and Miss Penman prizes in Inorganic Chemistry, 
Practical Chemistry, and Biology. 


At the Slade School Miss Barker, Miss Kitchener, Miss Godwin 
and Miss Wilson obtained Certificates for Anatomy, and Miss 
Wilson also for Drawing and Perspective. 


The Council has awarded a Pfeiffer Fellowship to Miss Marion 
Pick, who has taken the Honours School in Mathematics at Oxford, 
and is a Bachelor of Science, Honours in Mathematics, of London: 
she is reading for the M.A. Examination in Mathematics. The 
Council has renewed a Pfeiffer Scholarship to Miss Barnes, who 
has completed her second Medical Examination. 


Tuition has been given in the Hail, in Latin by the Principal, 
and in Mathematics by Miss Pick. 


The number of visitors staying in the Hall during the Session 
has been forty-nine. Of these, thirteen were former students 
eight graduates or students of other Universities, twenty-one 
relatives or friends of the staff and students, and seven delegates to 
the International Congress of Women’s Suffrage, the guests of 
Lady Lockyer. 


The Trustees of the Crabb Robinson Fund have granted to the 
Library a donation of £15, which has caused the students much 
pleasure. The money, in accordance with the regulations of the 
Fund, has been expended on poetry, plays and novels. Lady 


Lockyer kindly continues to supply the Tvansactions of the Chemical — 


Society.

In our last year’s report we mentioned the serious illness of 
Mrs. Viriamu Jones, Principal of College Hall, which necessitated 
her absence from London. It was hoped that after taking a com- 
plete rest for some months she would feel able to return to her 
work at the Hall. But in February last a letter was received from 
her resigning the Principalship, and with great regret the Council 
felt they were obliged to accept it. 

The vacant post having been advertised, Miss Lindsell, who had 
been acting for some months as deputy Principal, was selected as 
Principal. 

The Council desires to record with great regret the death of 
Mrs. Woolcott Browne, to whom the Hall owes a deep debt of 
gratitude for constant and generous help at the time of its founda- 
tion and for many years after; also the death of Mrs. Winkworth, 
who was a member of the Hall for very many years. She showed 
her interest in the Students in a practical way by giving a donation 
to the Exhibition Fund from time to time, thereby enabling some of 
them to live at the Hall when otherwise they could not have met 
the full cost of the fees.

REGULATIONS FOR STUDENTS. 


Students are required to be in residence on the first day of their Term 
of Lectures, unless leave of absence has been obtained from the Principal. 
If leave be applied for on the ground of ill-health, the application must 
be accompanied by a medical Certificate. 


Every Student on entrance, and on her return after any vacation or 
considerable period of absence, must inform the Principal if she has been 
exposed to infection during the past three weeks. 


A Pfeiffer Fellowship and Scholarship or Studentship tenable at the 
Hall may be awarded each year. 


Any Student requiring private tuition at the Hall must notify this and 
the name of her Tutor to the Principal, who is prepared to give informa- 
tion and advice on the subject. The Principal will, if requested, make 
such arrangements as Students may require for private tuition, at their 
own cost, supplemental, to the Lectures which they are attending. 


Fine Art Students (not being Slade Scholars) and all other Students 
not working for a degree or professional qualification, who have resided 
for three years, must obtain the sanction of the Council for each Session 
during which they wish to prolong their residence.* 


Without special permission from the Council, no Student shall reside 
for more than four Terms whilst preparing for Matriculation, and no 
Student shall exceed by more than two years the minimum period allowed 
by the University of London between two consecutive examinations.* 


Any Student intending to make any change in the course of study 
described by her in her application for admission shall without delay 
notify the intended change to the Principal, who will inform her whether 
or not it is compatible with residence. 


Any Student intending to undertake paid work regularly more than 
three hours a week shall without delay notify the arrangement to the 
Principal, who will inform her whether or not it is compatible with 
residence. 


The Fees for each Term are to be paid in advance, or within the first 
week of Term. 


Students leaving, except at the end of a Session, are required to give a 
Term’s notice or to pay one Term’s fees. For a period less than a 
complete Session, unless such period terminate at the end of the Session, 
an extra charge of 10% will be made on the fees of one Term. 


Students desirous of retaining their rooms after the end of any Session, 
must give notice of their intention to do so before the end of June. 


The Principal shall have power, with the sanction of the Council, to 
require any Student to withdraw. 


* These regulations are to ensure that only bond-fide Students shall reside in the Hall 
and are not intended to discourage prolonged residence so long as a definite course of 
study is pursued.

College, London, and the London (Royal Free Hospital) 
School of Medicine for Women, the advantages of a Collegiate 
residence, 

The success of the Provisional scheme during the first three 
years made it desirable to establish the Hall on a permanent basis, 
and in March, 1886, it was incorporated under the Board of Trade 
asa Limited Liability Company, with the title of “College Hall, 
London,” the new Association taking over the assets and liabilities 
of the Provisional Committee. The liability of a Member of the 
Hall was fixed at 5s. The Memorandum of the Association sets 
forth that “No religious test shall be imposed, upon or after 
appointment, or admission, on any officer or student of the Hall.” 


The premises occupied by the Hall were formerly the Coward | \] 


College, although after the removal of the College they were con- 


verted into three separate dwelling houses, and known as Byng 


Place. In October, 1882, the Provisional Committee of College 


Hall opened No. 1, Byng Place, accommodating ten students; a year 
Jater the lease of the adjoining house was acquired ; and the number 
of applications still exceeding the vacancies, fresh negotiations were 
set on foot, with the favourable result that in 1887 the lease of No. 3 
was obtained from the Coward Trustees, and the three houses were 
reinstated as one building. But the Council were compelled, in 
order to meet the requirements of the Bedford Estate, to create 
(on the security of one of the Members of the Hall) a Trust Fund 


as a guarantee for the restoration of the building as three residential 
houses.

‘‘That the Council be requested to make enquiries as to suitable 
sites in the neighbourhood for the continuation of the work 
of College Hall, and to report thereon to a General Meeting to 
be specially called forthe purpose.” 


The amendment was accepted by Lady Lockyer and carried 
unanimously.

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GENERAL REPORT OF THE COUNCIL 


FOR THE SESSION 1909-10, 


ORTY-SIX students resided in College Hall during the 

Session 1909-10, an increase of ten as compared with the 

previous session, Of these, thirty were in residence during the entire 
session, and six during not less than two terms. 


Twenty-seven were students of University College, twenty-one 
in the Faculty of Arts (thirteen being in the Slade School of Fine 
Art) and six in the Faculty of Science. Three of the University 
College students also attended Intercollegiate Lectures in the 
School of Economics. Fourteen attended the Royal Free Hospital 
and the School of Medicine for Women. Of the remaining five, one 
studied for the Teacher’s Diploma of Bedford College, and one for 
Matriculation: two worked at the Westminster School of Painting, 
and one at the School of Animal Painting, Baker Street. 


The following successes have been gained during the year: 


Miss Pick obtained the Degree of M.A. in Mathematics; 
Miss Buckby, Miss Fowlds, and Miss Joyce completed their 
Intermediate Arts Course and passed their Examinations. Miss 
Broughton was awarded the Joseph Hume Scholarship in Political 
Economy; Miss O’Rourke won a second year Andrews Scholarship, 
and Miss Parker divided a Senior Class gold medal prize for Zoology. 


Certificates were obtained, in the Slade School, for Painting 
by Miss Lynton; for Drawing by Miss Barker, Miss Campbell, 
Miss Lloyd, Miss Meyer and Miss Wilson; for Perspective by Miss 
Barlow, and for Fine Art Anatomy by Miss Meyer. 


At the School of Medicine Miss Dearnley, Miss Lloyd and 
Miss Moss completed their Second Medical Course and passed 
their Examinations; they are proceeding to Hospital work. Miss 
Denham and Miss Mackay completed their First Medical Course 
and passed their Examinations, and Miss Pailthorpe completed 
the First Examination of Durham. Miss Barnes and Miss Lloyd 
were awarded certificates for Pharmacology, and Miss Mackay for 
Physics, Inorganic and Practical Chemistry and Biology. 
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A Fishmongers’ Scholarship of £50 for three years has been 
obtained by Miss Muriel Lloyd. 


Instead of awarding a Pfeiffer Fellowship and one Scholarship 
the Council have renewed the Scholarship awarded to Miss Barnes 
for the session 1909-10; and have awarded a second Scholarship 
to Miss Dearnley, and have divided a third between Miss Buckby 
and Miss Fowlds. 


The number of visitors staying in the Hall during the Session 
has been thirty: of these eight were old students, three were 
graduates of other Universities, four were intending students of 
College Hall, and fifteen were relatives and friends of the residents, 


A further donation of £10 has been received from the Crabb 
Robinson Fund. Of this, £3 will be expended, in accordance with 
a suggestion of the Trustees, on a Mudie subscription for current 
novels, and the balance will be devoted to the purchase of plays, 
novels and poetry. TheLibrary has also received a gift of twenty 
medical books from Sir Norman Lockyer, and some books 
on general subjects from Miss Martin. Lady Wright kindly 
continues to supply the Common Room with the various Suffrage 
magazines, and has again sent a number of copies of Mill’s Subjection 
of Women for the new students. 


Thanks are due to Miss Aston and Lady Lockyer for con- 
tinuing to send tickets for the Royal Institution; to Mrs. Eve, 
for frequent gifts of concert tickets; and to Mrs. Colman, Miss 
Leigh Browne, Lady Lockyer, Miss Morison, and Miss Stoney for 
occasional tickets. 


The Exhibition Fund has received from Lady Lockyer a much- 
needed donation of £13 5s. 4d. Mrs. Lamb and Miss Gibson have 
kindly renewed for next session their donations of £15 and £10 ros. 
respectively, for students in whom they are interested. 


’ The Old Students’ Association has again made a grant for 
present students, which has enabled five of them to go into the 
country for several days before examinations. Thanks are due to 
the Association, and to Mrs. Colinan for supplementing the gift. ( 


As regards the financial position, though the Hall has been 
full practically throughout the Session, the Council have to reporta 
deficit of £102 6s. 9d. to the Maintenance Account, It is, however, 


to be noted that a sum of £120 has been paid from the income of the 
year to defray the cost of the external painting done in the Summer 
of 1909. If this sum had, in the normal way, been taken from the 
balances of three years, the deficit would be reduced to about £20. 


It is satisfactory to note that at the beginning of the current 
session (1910-11) the Hallis quite full. 


The Council accepted with deep regret Lady Busk’s resignation 

+ in December last of the office of Honorary Treasurer to the Hall. 

Lady Busk has been acting Treasurer to the Hall since its founda- 

tion in 1882. The Council desire to take this opportunity of 

expressing their appreciation of the wise care with which she has 

conducted their finances, and a vote of thanks to this effect will be 
proposed at the Annual-Meeting. 


A Committee was appointed to consider the question of the 
treasurership, and issued the following report to the Council : 


In view of the resignation of the Honorary Treasurership by 
Lady Busk, your Committee think that some changes should be 
made in organisation with the view of relieving the Honorary 
Officers of much of the routine work that they have done in the 
past, and at the same time of increasing the responsibility—and 
thereby the interest—ofa larger number of members ofthe Council. 


To this end, your Committee RECOMMEND: 


(a) That a Standing Committee of Council be established to 
be known as the ** House and Finance Committee.” 

(0) That the House and Finance Committee be appointed 
annually by the Council at their first meeting after the 
Annual General Meeting. 

(c) That the House and Finance Committee consist of the 
Chairman of the Council, the Hon. Treasurer, the 
Principal, the representative of Present Students, and 
not less than three other members of the Council; and 
that the Hon. Treasurer be the Chairman of that 
Committee. 

(d) That the details of household management and repairs 
and re-decorations stand referred to the House and 
Finance Committee for consideration and report, and 
that the details of management of finance and the 
responsibility for all payments rest with that Committee. 


In the event of the foregoing recommendations being adopted, 
your Committee are of opinion that the office of Honorary Secretary 
s no longer necessary, but that the secretarial work should be 
transferred to the Principal and her assistant. 


Your Committee therefore ReEcoMMEND as follows: 


(1) That the office of Honorary Secretary be discontinued. 
(2) That Lady Lockyer be elected Honorary. Treasurer. 


The recommendations were adopted by the Council, and the 
changes involved have beén in operation, with satisfactory results, 
during the latter part of the Session. 


Application was made to the Senate of the University for 
recognition of the Hall as a University Hostel. The Hall was 
inspected by a Committee appointed by the Senate. In their 
report to the Senate, this Committee called attention to certain 
minor defects in the arrangements of the Hall, expressed the opinion 
that the fees for residence were high, and that it was very desirable 
to increase the number of small rooms. They further expressed 
the view that “the site is an open one, and there is no doubt that the 
block is extremely convenient, and well-placed for a residential 
hostel, and could, if it were reconstructed, be converted into a first- 
rate residential hall for students.” 


The Report of the Committee was presented to the Senate on 
June 15th last, when the Senate adopted the following resolution: 


“That College Hall be recognised by the University as a 
Students’ Hostel, and that the Council of College Hall be 
requested to take steps to remedy such defects as are 
pointed out in the foregoing Report.” 


The minor defects referred to have been remedied. In the 
opinion of the Council, the fees charged for the present accommo- 
dation at the Hall compare favourably with those of other Women’s 
Halls of Residence. 


The Council concur in the view that it is desirable to provide a 
Hall of Residence containing a greater number of lower-priced 
rooms, and, generally a larger Hall. It has been the hope of the 
Council that at some time or other they would be able to recon- 
struct the Hall with a view to attaining these ends. It is obvious, 
from the number of Women attending University College, and 
from the recent entries at the School of Medicine, that there is, as 
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heretofore, great need for a collegiate residence adapted to such 
students’ needs, and that all help given in providing it will be of 
valuable and direct assistance to the cause of women’s education. 


In pursuance of this policy, the Council have approached the 
frecholder with a view to the purchase of the freehold. A report 
upon the negotiations will be presented at the Annual General 
Meeting, and a resolution empowering the Council to offer a definite 
sum for the purchase will be put to members of the Hall. 


As this is a matter of the greatest importance, it is hoped that 
all members of the Hall will make an effort to be present at the 
Annual General Meeting.

FELLOWSHIPS AND SCHOLARSHIPS. 


acta interest on the amount (£2,000) granted to College Hall 

under the Pfeiffer Bequest, enables the Council to offer each 
year a Pfeiffer Fellowship of £30 toa Graduate engaged in study 
for some higher degree, or in original work of any kind approved by 
the Council; also a Pfeiffer Scholarship of £20 to an Undergraduate 
who has passed an intermediate Examination and is proceeding to 
graduation or who is working for a qualification to practise one of 


the liberal professions, The holders of the Fellowship and 


Scholarship are required to reside in the College Hall. 


REGULATIONS FOR STUDENTS. 


Students are required to be in residence on the first day of their Term 
of Lectures, unless leave of absence has been obtained from the Principal. 
If leave be applied for on the ground of ill-health, the application must 
be accompanied by a medical Certificate. 


Every Student on entrance, and on her return after any vacation or 
considerable period of absence, must inform the Principal if she has been 
exposed to infection during the past three weeks. 


A Pfeiffer Fellowship and Scholarship tenable at the Hall may be 
awarded each year. 


Any Student requiring private tuition at the Hall must notify this and 
the name of her Tutor to the Principal, who is prepared to give informa- 
tion and advice on the subject. The Principal will, if requested, make 
such arrangements as Students may require for private tuition, at their 
own cost, supplemental to the Lectures which they are attending. 


Fine Art Students (not being Slade Scholars) and all other Students 
not working for a degree or professional qualification, who have resided 
for three years, must obtain the sanction of the Council for each Session 
during which they wish to prolong their residence.* 


Without special permission from the Council, no Student shall reside 
for more than four terms whilst preparing for Matriculation, and no 
Student shall exceed by more than two years the minimum period allowed 
by the University of London between two consecutive examinations.* 


Any Student intending to make any change in the course of study 
described by her in her application for admission shall without delay 
notify the intended change to the Principal, who will inform her whether 
or not it is compatible with residence. 


Any Student intending to undertake paid work regularly more than 
three hours a week shall without delay notify the arrangement to the 
Principal, who will inform her whether or not it is compatible with 
residence. 


The Fees for each Term are to be paid in advance, or within the first 
week of Term. 


Students leaving, except at the end of a Session, are required to givea . 
Term’s notice or to pay one Term's Fees. For a period of less than a 
complete Session, unless such period terminate at the end of the Session, 
an extra charge of 10% will be made on the Fees of one Term. 


Students desirous of retaining their rooms after the end of any Session, 
must give notice of their intention to do so before the end of May, 


The Principal shall have power, with the sanction of the Council, to 
require any Student to withdraw. 


* These regulations are to ensure that only bond-fide Students shall reside in the Hall 
and are not intended to discourage prolonged residence so long as a definite course of 
study is pursued.

OLLEGE HALL provides for women studying at 

University College, London, and the London (Royal 

Free Hospital) School of Medicine for Women, the advantages 
of a Collegiate residence. 


The success of the Provisional scheme during the first three 


years made it desirable to establish the Hall on a permanent 
basis, and in March, 1886, it was incorporated under the Board 
of Trade as a Limited Liability Company, with the title of 
“College Hall, London,’ the new Association taking over the 
assets and liabilities of the Provisional Committee. The 
liability of a Member of the Hall was fixed at 5s. The 
Memorandum of the Association sets forth that “No religious 
test shall be imposed, upon or after appointment, or admission, 
on any officer or student of the Hall.”’ 


The premises occupied by the Hall were formerly the 
Coward College, although after the removal of the College 
they were converted into three separate dwelling houses, and 
known as Byng Place. In October, 1882, the Provisional 
Committee of College Hall opened No. 1, Byng Place, 
accommodating ten students; a year later the lease of the 
adjoining house was acquired ; and the number of applications 
still exceeding the vacancies, fresh negotiations were set on 
foot, with the favourable result that in 1887 the lease of No. 3 
was obtained from the Coward Trustees, and the three houses 
were reinstated as one building. But the Council were com- 
pelled, in order to meet the requirements of the Bedford 
Estate, to create (on the security of one of the Members of 
the Hall) a Trust Fund as a guarantee for the restoration of 
the building as three residential houses.

THE TWENTY-SIXTH GENERAL MEETING OF MEMBERS was held at 
the Hall on Monday, December 4th, at 4.30 p.m., when the 
Chair was taken by T. Gregory Foster, M.A., Ph.D., Provost 
of University College. 


There were eleven members present. 


I. The Annual Report appended hereto was presented by the 
Chairman, and approved. 


II. The Annual Balance Sheet appended hereto was presented by 
the Hon. Treasurer, and approved. 


III. Letters were read from Misses Kilgour and Leigh-Browne, draw- 
ing attention to their absence from the meeting as a protest —- 
against the fact that a lecture had been given during the pre- 
vious session by Mr. Stephen Paget on “ Pasteur’s Life and 
Work,” and that College Hall stood thereby committed to the 
support of vivisection. The Chairman pointed out that there 
was no design of propaganda in accepting the lecture, and 
proposed, to prevent misconception, to arrange shortly for an 
anti-vivisection lecture on medical lines to be given to students 
of the Hall.

VIII. The Chairman reported that, in pursuance of the recommenda- 
tions of Members of the Hall made at the Annual Meeting 
of May 16th, the Council had obtained an option to purchase 
the site of Byng Place, subject to the present lease, for 
£7,500, and that they would further approach the Coward 
Trustees, with a view to the purchase of the lease, so soon 
as the formal contract. for the site was complete. He referred 
to the Board of Education’s Report on Universities and 
University Colleges, and also to a recent report of the Associa- 
tion of Head Mistresses, emphasizing both the importance 
to women students of residential accommodation adapted to 


their means, and the present inadequacy of the provision 
of such accommodation. 


A short discussion followed as to the amount which students 
could afford to pay for their maintenance, and the Chairman 
expressed the view that a proportion of rooms should be at 
a fee not higher than 25s, a week, 


GENERAL REPORT OF THE COUNCIL 
FOR THE SESSION 1911-12. 


ORTY-ONE students resided in College Hall during the 
Session 1910-11, of whom thirty-two were in residence 
during the entire Session.

In default of an eligible candidate for the Pfeiffer 
Fellowship, the Council have again awarded three Scholar- 
ships. They have renewed Scholarships to Miss Barnes and 
Miss Dearnley for the two remaining terms of their course, 
and have awarded a third Scholarship to Miss Buckby. 


Of the £10 grant made last Session by the Trustees of 
the Crabb Robinson Fund to the Library, £7 has been spent 
on books, and £3 has at the suggestion of the Trustees been 
devoted to a subscription to Mudie’s Library for current 
novels. The books thus obtained have been much appreciated, 
and it is to be hoped that the Trustees will renew their grant 
for the coming Session. The books in the Library have been 
labelled and the catalogue brought into order. ) Lady Wright 
has made her yearly presentation of copies of Mills’ 
Subjection of Women for new students, and kindly continues 
to supply the Common Room with the various suffrage 
magazines. . Mrs. Cohen kindly supplies the Anti-Sujfrage 
Review and has also sent a large gift of anti-suffrage literature. |

tinuing to send tickets for the Royal Institutions: to Mrs. Eve 
for frequent gifts of concert tickets; to Lady Lockyer for a 
number of tickets to the Zoological Gardens: to the Provost, 
Mrs. Colman, Miss Fawcett, Mrs. Garlick, Professor Ker, 
Miss Morison and Mrs. Rendel for tickets for various lectures 
and performances. 


The Exhibition Fund has again received from Mrs. Lamb 
and Miss Gibson donations of £15 and £10 10s. respectively, 
for students in whom they are interested. 
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Miss Brodrick has made to the Council a valuable gift of 
£10, half of which is to be spent on short holidays for students 
needing rest. A portion of this sum has already been 
expended. The expenditure of the remaining £5 was left to 
the Council, and has been used for improving the comfort 
of the Common Room. 


In the course of the Session a lantern-lecture was kindly 
given by Mr. Stephen Paget on ‘‘ Pasteur’s Life and Work,” 
the lantern being provided by Mrs. Colman. 


With regard to the financial position, the Hall has been 
filled throughout the year, and the Council are glad to report 
a balance on the year’s working of £93 17s. lld. The bulk 
of the Eleanor Groye Memorial Fund has been temporarily 
invested, but a balance of £35 is kept in hand. 


In pursuance of the amended resolution passed at the 
Annual Meeting of November 21st, 1910: ‘“ That the Council 
be requested to make enquiries as to suitable sites for the 
continuation of the work of College Hall,” the Council on 
May 16th, 1911, after reporting that there did not appear to 
be any freeholds in the neighbourhood suitable for a Hall 
of Residence, put the following resolutions to members of 


the Hall: 
That the Council be empowered: 


(a) to obtain from the Duke of Bedford an option to 
purchase the freehold of Byng Place on or before a 
date to be agreed upon and at a fixed price. 


(b) to approach the Coward Trustees with a view to 
ascertaining on what terms they will sell their lease. 


(c) to appoint a Committee, with power to add to their 
number, to raise the necessary funds for the purchase 
of the site and of the lease, and for the recon- 
struction of the buildings thereon. 


These resolutions were passed, and the Council, acting 
on (a), have obtained from the freeholder an option to purchase 
the site of Byng Place, subject to the existing lease, for 
£7,500, such option to last until December, 1912. 
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Tt remains to approach the Coward Trustees, and to form 
an Appeal Committee to raise the sum necessary for the 
purchase of the site and lease, and for rebuilding. This sum 
is estimated at £25,000. 


The authorities of the Schools of the University to which 
College Hall is attached are unanimous in their view of the 
immense importance for women students of corporate residence 
on collegiate lines. College Hall, housed as it is, cannot 
supply sufficient residence for the demand, nor meet modern 
requirements on the most economical terms. The Report of 
the Committee to the Senate of the University emphasized 
this view. It is the opinion of the Council that it is only 
by the reconstruction of the Hall that they can hope 
adequately to carry on the work that it has done for twenty- 
mine years. The sum to be raised for the purchase of the 
freehold and the reconstruction of the building is a large one, 
but the Council have confidence that all friends of women’s 
education will give their support to the scheme. The steps 
to be taken to ensure its success will be discussed at the 


Annual Meeting, at which all Members are urged to be 
present,

FELLOWSHIPS AND SCHOLARSHIPS. 


ina interest on the amount (£2,000) granted to College Hall 

under the Pfeiffer Bequest, enables the Council to offer 
each year a Pfeiffer Fellowship of £30 to a Graduate engaged 
in study for some higher degree, or in original work of any 
kind approved by the Council; also a Pfeiffer Scholarship of ~ 
£20 to an Undergraduate who has passed an intermediate 
Examination and is proceeding to graduation or who is 
working for a qualification to practice one of the liberal 
professions. The holders of the Fellowship and Scholarship 
are required to reside in the College Hall. 
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REGULATIONS FOR STUDENTS. 


Students are required to be in residence on the first day of their 
Term of Lectures, unless leave of absence has been obtained from the 
Principal. If leave be applied for on the ground of ill-health, the 
application must be accompanied by a medical Certificate. 


Every Student on entrance, and on her return after any vacation 
or considerable : eae of absence, must inform the Principal if she 
has been exposed to infection during the past three weeks. 


A Pfeiffer Fellowship and Scholarship tenable at the Hall may 
be awarded each year. 


Any Student requiring private tuition at the Hall must notify this 
and the name of her Tutor to the Principal, who is prepared to give 
information and advice on the subject. The Principal will, if 
requested, make such arrangements as Students may require for 
private tuition, at their own cost, supplemental to the Lectures which 
they are attending. 


Pine Art Students (not being Slade Scholars) and all other Students 
not working for a degree or professional qualification, who have 
resided for three years, must obtain the sanction of the Council for 
each Session during which they wish to prolong their residence.* 


Without special permission from the Council, no Student shall 
reside for more than four Terms whilst preparing for Matriculation, 
and no Student shall exceed by more than two years the minimum 
period allowed by the University of London between two consecutive 


Any Student intending to make any change in the course of study 
described by her in her application for admission shall without delay 
notify the intended change to the Principal, who will inform her 
whether or not it is compatible with residence.

Ihave completed my Audit of the books of the Hall 
and beg to report that I found the expenditure fully and 
sufficiently vouched. 


The Council will note that the balance of Reserve Account 
was £221 16s. 9d. at September 30th last, as against only 
£76 7s. 2d. at September 30th, 1910. The improved position 
is in great part owing to the transfer of a Surplus of 
£93 17s. 11d. from Maintenance Account, which last year had 
to call upon Reserve to make up a deficit of £102 6s. 9d. 


As regards this Surplus it would appear a very satisfactory 
feature, that while Residential and Guest Fees did not 
appreciably increase in 1910-11, the expenditure on Board was 
reduced by about £132 as compared with the previous year. 


I hope that in my treatment of the Eleanor Grove 
Memorial Fund in the Accounts, I have carried out the wishes 
and intentions of the Council. They will no doubt give 
instructions in due course as to the disposal of the Interest on 
the invested part of this Fund. 


I have only to add that I have obtained from the Bankers 
the usual Certificate as to the credit balance on September 30th 
last, and likewise their acknowledgment that they then held 
Stock Receipts representing the three Inscribed Investments 
as detailed in the Statement of Accounts.

(University of London.) 


OLLEGE HALL provides for women studying at 

University College, London, ‘and the London (Royal 

Free Hospital) School of Medicine for Women, the advan- 
tages of a Collegiate residence. 


The success of the Provisional scheme during the first three 
years made it desirable to establish the Hall on a permanent 
basis, and in March, 1886, it was incorporated under the Board 
of Trade as a Limited Liability Company, with the title of 
“College Hall, London,” the new Association taking over the 
assets and liabilities of the Provisional Committee. The 
liability of a Member of the Hall was fixed at 5s. The 
Memorandum of the Association sets forth that “No religious 
test shall be imposed, upon or after appointment, or admission, 
on any officer or student of the Hall.” 


The premises occupied by the Hall were formerly the 
Coward College, although after the removal of the College 
they were converted into three separate dwelling houses, and 
known as Byng Place. In October, 1882, the Provisional 
Committee of College Hall opened No. 1, Byng Place, 
accommodating ten students; a year later the lease of the 
adjoining house was acquired ; and the number of applications 
still exceeding the vacancies, fresh negotiations were set on 
foot, with the favourable result that in 1887 the lease of No. 3 
was obtained from the Coward Trustees, and the three houses 
were reinstated as one building. But the Council were 
compelled, in order to meet the requirements of the Bedford 
Estate, to create (on the security of one of the Members of 
the Hall) a Trust Fund as a guarantee for the restoration of 
the building as three residential houses.

THe TWENTY-SEVENTH MretmNc oF Mempers was held at the Hall on 
Monday, December 2nd, at 5 o'clock, when the Chair was taken 
by T Gregory Foster, M.A., Ph.D., Provost of University College. 
There were eleven members present. 


The Annual Report hereto appended was presented by the 
Chairman, and approved. 


II. The Annual Balance Sheet appended hereto was presented, in 
the absence of the Hon. Treasurer, by Mrs. Viriamu Jones, 


and approved.

IV. On the motion of Mrs. Colman, seconded by Miss Kilgour, it 
was resolved :— 

“That the Members of College Hall desire to express their deep 
regret at the death of Miss Rosa Morison, and at the loss 
thereby entailed to College Hall. They desire further to 
record their profound appreciation of the great and con- 
tinuous service rendered by Miss Morison to College Hall 
from its foundation to the present time, both as Honorary 
Vice-Principal from 1883-1900, and as a member of its 
Council for almost 30 years.” 


V. On the motion of Miss Paul, seconded by Miss Smith, it was 


resolved :— 
“That this meeting of the Members of College Hall learns with 
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much regret that the Principal, Miss Lindsell, is giving up 
her post at Christmas, and that the Members desire to take 
this opportunity of thanking Miss Lindsell for her work 
in and on behalf of the Hall,’ 


The Chairman reported that Miss Lindsell had been asked to 


stay until the end of the Second Term, as the Council had 
not yet been able to decide upon her successor. 


¥I. The Chairman reported that, in addition to the option for the 


purchase of the site obtained and reported in the prévious 
year, the Council had obtained «a similar option for the pur- 
chase of the lease for £3,195; that the total cost of the 
purchase of the site and lease would be £11,000; that towards 
this sum about £9,500 had already been subscribed, promised, 
or bequeathed ; that there was therefore urgent need of £1,500 
to complete the purchases of the site and lease in 1913, and 
that it would be necessary to raise a further £19,000 to con- 
struct the necessary buildings. 


The Chairman also reported that an appeal had been made to 


Members of the Hall, that an appeal would shortly be sent 
to all old students of the Hall, and that early in 1913 a 
second appeal would be issued to the City Companies. It 
was suggested by Miss Kilgour that in making this last appeal 
it would be well to ascertain what number of College Hall 
students had been educated in schools of thé Companies, and 
to mention the numbers if they should prove considerable.

GENERAL REPORT OF THE COUNCIL 
FOR THE SESSION 1911-12. 


ORTY-ONE students resided in College Hall during the 

Session 1911-12, of whom thirty-eight were taking 

degree courses in Arts, Science, or Medicine, or the full 
course of three years in Fine Art. 

Twenty-two were students of University College, twenty 
in the Faculty of Arts (of whom eleven were in the Slade 
School), and two in the Faculty of Science. ‘Three were 
students of the London School of Economics and Political 
Science. Sixteen attended the London (Royal Free Hospital) 
School of Medicine for Women. 


The following successes were gained during the year: Three 
-students cbtained first-class Honours in the Fina] Examina- 
tions for the degrees of B.A. and B.Sec.: Miss FE. O’ Rourke 
in English, Miss K. Parker in Zoology, and Miss M. Buer 
in Economics. All three remained in residence through- 
out the Session. Miss O’Rourke read for the Degree cf 
M.A.; Miss Parker, who also gained the Derby Scholar- 
ship for Zoology at University College, was engaged in 
research on Marsupial Embryology; Miss Buer, who also 
gained the Hutchinson Research Studentship at the School of 
Economics, was reading in preparation for a thesis for the 
Degree of D.Sc. In the University College Examinations, 
Miss Dorethy Buckby, who completed her third year’s work 
for the Degree of B.A., Honours in History, gained a prize 
and four first-class certificates. A first-class certificate was 
also gained by Miss Hilda Fowlds. The Andrews First Year 
Scholarship in Medern Languages and History, as well as the 
Junior prizes in French and German, were gained by Miss 
Hertha Kohn. In the Slade School Miss Dora Carrington 
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gained one of the two annual scholarships awarded by the 
School, as well as the Melville Nettleship prize for Figure. 
Composition, and the second prize for Figure Painting. Miss. 


K. C. Lloyd gained the first prize for Painting from the Cast, 


and the second prize for Head Painting. Miss Elsie Barker- 


gained the third prize for Head Painting, and Miss Margery 
Edwards the second prize for Painting from the Cast. 


Certificates were gained in Painting by Miss Edwards and. 


Miss Lloyd, in Drawing by Miss Callaway and Miss Humphries,,. 
and in Fine Art Anatomy by Miss Callaway. 

In Medicine Miss Maud Richards completed the M.B. B.S. 
Examination. Miss N. Mackay completed the course for, and 
passed the Second Medical Examination. Miss Church, Miss, 
A. Lloyd, Miss K. Lloyd, and Miss Moralt successfully com-. 
pieted their course for the Second Medical Examination, 
Part I., and Miss Daintree and Miss Norton for the First 
Medical Examination. Miss Olive Ramsay, who had already 
taken the Natural Science Tripos at Cambridge, took, instead 
of the First Medical Examination, the Intermediate Science- 
Examination, with a view to finally obtaining the degree of 
B.Sc. Miss Ruth Plimsoll passed the Matriculation Examina- 
tion, and will proceed to Medicine. In the School of Medicine 
Examinations Miss Gertrude Dearnley gained the Evans 
Prize for Operative Midwifery, and certificates for Medicine 
and Surgery. Certificates were gained for Forensic Medicine 
by Miss M. Lloyd, for Anatomy (Senior), and Practical 
Anatomy by Miss N. Mackay, and for Organic Chemistry by- 
Miss A. Lloyd. 


The Pfeiffer Fellowship for the Session 1912-13 was. 
awarded to Miss Parker, who continues her research in 
Marsupial Embryology. The Pfeiffer Scholarship was awarded 
to Miss Mary Holiday, who has passed the Intermediate Science. 


Examination, and is proceeding to work for the M.B. B.S. 
degree. 


All the rooms in the Hall have been occupied through- 
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‘out the year, and the result of the year’s working from a 
financial point of view is a balance of £75. 

In order to increase the usefulness of the Eleanor Grove 
Memorial Fund, the Council considered the terms of the fund, 
and decided that though the principal was ear-marked as a 
loan fund, the interest on the invested part might at their 
discretion be put to other uses. This interest, which will 
amount to about £15 per annum, will for the future be paid 
into a separate fund, and utilised from time to time by the 
Council for the benefit of students. 

The Exhibition Fund has received a fourth donation of 
£10 10s. from Miss Gibson. 

The Old Students’ Association has made on two occasions 
invaluable grants to meet cases of sudden and special need. 
These grants often supplement and complete the help given 
in scholarship or bursaries, and combine to form a very 
adequate scheme of assistance. : 

On the 8th February Miss Rosa Morison died in her room, 
at University College, having just completed a letter relating — 
to College affairs. Those who know her feel that this is the 
end for which she herself would have wished. Miss Morison 
was intimately connected with the Hall during the whole 
period of its existence, as Honorary Vice-Principal until 1900, 
and as a Member of Council for almost thirty years. Tho 
loss of her continuous experience, her vivid interest, and her 
eager help will long be felt. At the meeting of Council of 
19th February, the following resolution was passed: “That 
the Council desire to express their deep regret at the death 
of Miss Rosa Morison, and to tender to her relatives their 
sincere sympathy. The Council desire also to record their 
appreciation of the great services rendered by Miss Morison 
to the movement for the Higher Education of Women, and 
more especially to College Hall, both during her tenure of 
the office of Honorary Vice-Principal, and since that time as 
a Member of the Couneil.”’ 
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Miss Morison bequeathed to College Hall the foilowing- 
legacies :— 
£259 to the Endowment Fund. 
£250 to the Eleanor Grove Memorial Fund. 
£100 to the Library Fund. 
One-third of the ultimate net residue to be 
used for such purposes as the executors 
and trustees shall think ft. 


The Council propose that this money shall be applied so 
far as is necessary, to the purchase of the site of Byng Place; 
that the surplus be used for the erection of the new buildings, 
and that one of the rooms in them be named the Grove- 
Morison Room. It is a matter of satisfaction to the Council 
that they certainly know that the building scheme haz taken 
the form which Miss Morison desired, and that the above 
proposal is the one which would have been acceptable to her. 


The Council tender their thanks for various gifts in Miss 
Morison’s memory. An enlarged photograph was most kindly 
presented by Miss Marsden, and a bust of Miss Grove, which 
belonged to Miss Morison, was given by Miss Charlotte 
Morison. These are placed in the visitor’s room, which the 
Old Students’ Association has beantified by the loan of the 
furniture left to them by Miss Morison. It is the hope of the 
Council that this arrangement may prove the first step towards 
the fulfilment of Miss Grove’s and Miss Morison’s desire, that 
some room in the Hall should be available as a meeting place 
for the use of old students. 


A grant of £16 16s. from the Crabb Robinson Trustees 
has enabled the Council to renew their subscription to Mudie’s 
Library, and to buy a number of books of a less serious 
character than those purchased with the Council grants. Lady 
Wright has made her yearly presentation of copies of Mill’s 
“Subjection of Women” for new students, and continues to- 
supply the Common Room with the various Suffrage Magazines. 
Mrs. Cohen kindly continues to supply the “ Anti-Suffrage 
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Review.’? Thanks are due to Lady Lockyer and Miss Elsie 
Fraser for tickets for the Zoological Gardens; to Lady Lockyer 
and Miss Aston for tickets for the Royal Institution; to Mrs. 
Eve for Concert tickets; to Miss Fawcett for tickets for 
Suffrage meetings; and for various occasional gifts of tickets. 
to Miss Kemp, Miss Leigh Browne, and Miss M. C. Martin. 
Miss Leigh Browne has’also presented a photograph of the 
grave of Doctor Elizabeth Blackwell, which has been hung in 
the Library beneath the portrait of Doctor Blackwell given 
by Miss Leigh Browne some years ago. 


Early in the October Term Mr. Stephen Paget offered and 
gaye a second lecture to students of the Hall, on “What we 
Owe to Experiments on Animals.’ In order to give students 
the opportunity of hearing both sides of the question, a lecture 
on ‘National Health and Medical Research”? was arranged 
with the kind help of Miss Leigh Browne, and given in the 
Summer Term by Doctor Charles Reinhardt. A lecture on 
‘“‘ Folk-lore’? was given in the Easter Term by Miss Burne, 
late President of the Folk-lore Association. 


The scheme of providing occasional country holidays for 
students has this Session been much expanded. A bungalow, 
in Flackwell Heath, with a small garden has, with the sanction 
of the Council, been taken on a year’s lease by the Principal. 
Phe cost of the undertaking has been defrayed by various 
special donations. Miss Brodrick gave £15, and most 
generously promises £5 annually; the Old Students’ Associa- 
tion gave £10, and will consider the possibility of making’ an 
annual grant; Mr. Francis, guardian to a resident student, 
kindly promises £10 a year for some years. Much of the 
furniture was lent by one of the resident students, and 
various members of Council made special contributions. The 
experiment has proved of great benefit and pleasure to the 
students, and the bungalow has been used weekly during the 
‘Term, and let continuously during the yacations. The rent 
thus obtained supplements the resources, which will be 
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adequate for the first year. The Council propose, so soon 
‘as the Principal can supply them with an estimate of the 
average annual expense entailed, to consider the advisability 
of taking over the management. 


The Council very much regret to have to announce that. 
‘Miss Lindsell has found it necessary to resign the cffice of 
Principal, and that her resignation will take effect on 
December 31st next. Owing to the sad death of her sister, 
Miss Lindsell finds it impossible to spend away from her home 
as much time as is necessary to fulfil her duties at the Hall. 
' Her tenure of office has been remarkably successful, and her 
administration characterised by effectiveness and economy. 
She has thrown herself with spirit and energy into the move- 
ment for the acquisition of the freehold of the site and for the 
rebuilding of the Hall. Her influence has been a stimulus to 
the Students, and has helped to maintain the true tone of a 
University Hall of Residence. Her loss will be severely felt. 
An appropriate resolution will be submitted to the Annual 
General Meeting. 


The Council hope to appoint a new Principal early in 
November, who should enter on her duties at the beginning 
of the Second Term. 


Progress has been made with regard to the building 
scheme. Tn addition to the contract for the purchase of the 
Site for £7, 500, the Council have now obtained a similar 
‘contract for the purchase of the remainder of the lease for 
£3,195, both options to expire in June, 1918. To raise and 
administer the necessary funds an influential Trust Fund 
Committee, of which the Chancellor of the University (the 
Right Hon. the Earl of Rosebery) is a member, and the Right 
Hon. Lord Avebury the Treasurer, has been formed. 

The scheme has been reported to Her Gracious Majesty 
‘the Queen, and the Council have been informed that “the 
- object is one which meets with Her Majesty’ s entire approval.” 

‘So soon as the necessary funds have been raised to complete 
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the scheme, the Queen will be prepared to give her favourable 
consideration to the question of the College Hall being named 
-after Her Majesty.”’ 


The total sum needed is £30,000 To complete the purchase 
of the Site and Lease will cost £11,000. Towards this £9,500 
have now been subscribed, bequeathed, or promised. It 
remains to raise £1,500 immediately, and £19,000 as quickly 
-asmay be. The matter is urgent. Every year the demand for 
residence grows. Every year the accommodation afforded by 
College Hall becomes proportionately more inadequate. It 
is a known fact that, apart from their loss in being debarred 
from the advantages of corporate collegiate life, numbers of 
students still fail to secure even good board and lodging. It 
rests with those who believe in education to put the chance 
of suitable surroundings both for mind and for body within 
the reach of every woman student of those Schools of the 
University to which College Hall is attached.

I beg to report that T have duly audited the books of 
the Hall for the year ending September 30th last, and have 
pleasure in stating that I found them in order, and the 
expenditure most fully and carefully vouched. 

I note that the Endowment Fund has been increased 
during the year by a Legacy of £250, and that the amount 
has been invested in India 3} per cent. Stock. I likewise 
note that the Reserve Account has again been satisfactorily 
increased, and now shows the substantial balance of £234 17s. 1d.
